Upon release from imprisonment, the defendant shall be on supervised release for a term of :

7) the defendant shall refrain from excessive use of alcohol and shall not purchase, possess, use, distribute, or administer any 
controlled substance or any paraphernalia related to any controlled substances, except as prescribed by a physician; 

8) the defendant shall not frequent places where controlled substances are illegally sold, used, distributed, or administered; 

9) the defendant shall not associate with any persons engaged in criminal activity and shall not associate with any person convicted of a 
felony, unless granted permission to do so by the probation officer; 

1 0) the defendant shall permit a probation officer to visit him or her at any time at home or elsewhere and shall permit confiscation of any 
contraband observed in plain view of the probation officer; 

11) the defendant shall notify the probation officer within seventy-two hours of being arrested or questioned by a law enforcement officer;

ADDITIONAL TERMS FOR CRIMINAL MONETARY PENALTIES 

The special assessment fee is due immediately and shall be paid to the Clerk of the Court for the U.S. District of Columbia. 
Within 30 days of any change of mailing or residential address, the defendant shall notify the Clerk of the Court for the 
District of Columbia, of the change until such time as the financial obligation is paid in full. 

Payment of the $1 ,800.00 fine is due immediately. The balance of any amount not immediately paid shall be paid during 
the term of probation at a rate of no less than $100.00 a month. 

The defendant's $1,100.00 payment of the restitution is due immediately. The Court waives the payment of interest that 
may accrue on the restitution amount. While incarcerated, the defendant shali make restitution payments through the U.S. 
Bureau of Prisons' Inmate Financial Responsibility Program. Any balance remaining upon his release from custody shall 
be paid at a rate of no less than $100.00 a month. Restitution payments shall be made to the Clerk of the Court for the 
U.S. District Court, District of Columbia, for disbursement to the victim on page 4 of the Judgment.
